Help For Those With 
An Itching Skin 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

When the patient is bothered by itching of 
the skin, any factor which will draw the blood 
to the skin surface and keep it there will make 
the itching more noticeable, whereas any fac- 
| tor which will take the blood away from the 
skin will help to relieve the patient. 

This explains why many 
patients have found that 
bathing the itchy area in 
warm water which first 
draws blood to the skin sur- 
face and then drives it back 
away from the skin, will al- 
leviate the symptom. If you 
try bathing the itchy areas in 
cool water, the final effect 
will be one of warmth which 
is to be avoided. Therefore, 
use the warm water as

suggested. 

Instead of drying the skin, allow the warm 
water to remain until it evaporates, There are 
several ways in which this warm water may 
| be applied; for example, you may use it to bathe 

in, or you can apply it by dipping a clean towel 
in warm water then placing the towel 
against the itching area; or you can apply it by 
gently sponging the skin. 

Very often the itchy skin is thinly covered 
with a layer of hard, dry cells, and in such 
cases, addjng ordinary baking soda to the water 
will bring even greater relief, as the soda will 


make these cells softer and more pliable. A 
good way to use the soda is to add about a 
quarter of a pound of soda to enough water for 
the usual bath. The patient then lies in the 
bath and upon finishing, does not dry the itchy 
areas with a towel, 

Bath pruritus is a fairly common complaint 
in which the patient says that taking a bath 
| brings on a general itching affecting most of 
the skin of the entire body. This type of pruritus 
is due to an abnormal dryness which has been 
brought about by too frequent bathing in hot 
water and the too frequent application of soap. 
In obtaining relief, the best plan is to start 
bathing in tepid or luke-warm water, avoiding 
the use of soap except where the body is 
actually soiled. 


The patient may find it desirable to take the 
bath during the daytime rather than at night. 
Instead of rubbing the skin vigorously with the 
towel during the drying process, try patting the 
| skin gently and also leave it slightly moist, as 
enthusiastic rubbing may serve to cause a mark- 
ed itching. The application of some kind of oil 
such as olive oil, cold cream or cocoa-butter is 
| also advantageous as it will return to the skin 
surface some of the oil which is lacking. 

Undoubtedly, in many cases, itching is due to 
toxins on the inside of the body and whenever 
| this is the case, the patient will be helped by a 
suitable fasting and dieting regimen which will 
cleanse the blood stream. In many cases, such a 
regimen will have a most gratifying effect in 
banishing the itching sensation previously ex- 
perienced, The diet to use must contain plenty 
of the non-starchy, vegetables both cooked and 
raw and starches and sweets ‘are to be omitted, 
at least in the beginning. Highly seasoned foods 
and greasy foods are to be avoided. Plenty of 
water should be taken between meals and if 
constipation exists, the daily enema must be 
employed. Encourage the elimination of waste 
material by way of the skin by exercising long 
enough each day to work up a good perspiration 
It is also a good plan to take at least one sponge 
or shower bath daily. In the great majority 
of cases, such a regimen will completely ban- 
ish itching due systemic caus however, 
occasionally the patient will obtain the best 
results through using the milk diet, especially

MR. ROOSEVELT'S 
ADVANTAGES | 


Since the American party con- 
ventions went home after a tu- 
| 
mult of trumpet-blowing and | 


drum-beating, the political anal- | 
ysts have had time to point out 
that the difference in the plat- 
forms of the major candidates— 


Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Landon— | 
is hardly visible to the naked | 
eye. They both propose to sub- | 
sid'ze the farmer They both 
want to “preserve American 
liberties.” They both favor a 


constitutional amendment, if 
necessary, to enable congress to 
legislate for social reform In 
short, the Republican party, in 
spite of its anathemas on the New | 
Deal, has not produced a genuine 
alternative 

The result may, after all, be 
dec'ded by the simple fact the 
United States is definitely better 
off today despite “boondoggl- 
ing,” the mounting cost of relief | 
and Mr. Roosevelt's gargantuan | 
deficit—than it was when Mr. | 
Hoover went out and Mr. Roose- | 


velt came in, So cautious a paper 
as the New York Times accepts 
an official Washington estimate 
that the American national in- 
come will be sixty billion dollars 
this year, or 50 per cent higher 
than it was for 1932, Mr, Hoover's 
last year. The Times questions 
how muc’: of the credit is due to 
Rooseveltian policies and how 
much to “natural forces,” but 
says that the estimate is verified 
by current reports on farm 
prices, payrolls, trade indices, 
profits and dividends 

Other things being equal, a 
party in power which can point 
to a gain in national income is 
likely to win another term, And 
other things are iot equal in the 
presidential contest, but weighted 
on Mr. Roosevelt's side. He keeps 
his personal popularity, and the 
failure of the Republicans to 
challenge any of the salient New 
Deal policies—bounties for farm- 
ers, generous relief and the reg- 
ulation of industry—will -veaken 
their case. Mr. Roosevelt still

Makes Champions Without 
Benefit of Officialdom 


There is always some man behind a great athlete for 
champions stopped growing on trees at the same time that 


five dollar bills did. No matter how much natural ability a 
man has, some one has to school him in the tricks and fine 
points of his chosen sport before he ——__——— 
can really start to get anywhere. 
There are lots of stalwart young 
farmers who handle a_ two-bushel 
sack of wheat with as much ease as 
their girl friend handles her powder 
puff, bot they wouldn't last five 
minutes with a professional wrest- 
ler, It's all in knowing how. 

Since Howie McPhee, young 
Vancouver sensation, equalled 
the world record for 100-metre 
dash in 10.3 seconds, the story 
of the man behind him has been 
gradually coming to iight and 
finally reached a thrilling cli- 
max as Bob Granger sailed 
from New York for Berlin on 
the liner Rex, It is an Alger- 
like story of disappointments, 
snubs, grit and persistence that a 
was finally rewarded by na- BOB GRANGER 
tional applause with the mayors of two great Canadian 
cities, heads of steamship companies and the British 
Consulate in New York all dropping their regular work 
to see that the hero sailed in time and state. 

Years ago there was a red-headed kid out in Vancouver 
who had dreams of being a great diver and swimmer. His 


name was Bob Granger. He trained with Spartan ardor and | 


regularity, in fact he trained too hard. He strained his heart | 
and doctors told him his athletic career was over. Then in| 
1928, Granger came into the office of Andy Lytle, sports 

editor of the Vancouver Sun, one day and modestly told him 
about a young fellow named Percy Williams that he had 
been training as a sprinter. Could Mr. Lytle stir up some 
support that would help Williams get to the Canadian Olym- 
pic trials? 

Andy made inquiries from provincial track and 
field heads and they told him Williams was a kid that 
didn’t have a chance and that Granger was just a 

‘swimming nut whose mania had changed to sprinting. 
‘ But when the British Columbia athletes left for the 

= Hamilton trials, Williams managed to go along. Granger 
did too—going east as a waiter on a dining car. 

Williams set Hamilton on its ear and became a nation- 
wide sensation overnight. But when he sailed for Amster- 
dam, Canadian Olympic officialdom was stil! dumb—at least 
so far as seeing Granger as a vital asset rating a ticket to 
Europe. Granger promptly took a cattle boat and showed 
up at the games in time to handle Williams and send him to 
history-making time. 


Back home Williams and Granger soon came to a part- | 
ing of the ways. Williams did not like the rigid, unrelenting | 


training and conditioning that Granger insisted on. Without 
Granger Williams tried the come back in the 1932 Olympics 
and then faded completely out of the picture. 


Some three years ago Vancouver began to hear 
about a kid named Howie McPhee who was rated as a 
second Percy Williams, but nobody got excited. Then a 
few weeks ago McPhee blazed down the 100-metres in 
10.3 seconds to equal the world record. The folk perked 
up and began asking questions. It was discovered that 
none other than the red-headed Granger was the man 
who had trained and developed McPhee. 

Still officialdom refused to see him. They sent McPhee 
east for the trials and left Granger cold. Bob Elson, sports 
editor of the Vancouver Province, turned on the heat and 
Charlie Wills, a wealthy sportman, responded at once and 
paid Granger's expenses east. Again Granger saw his pro- 
tege take the east by storm and again the Olympic heads 
ignored him when they handed out passages to Europe. 


Again the Vancouver sport editors turned on the heat, 
this time in unison, and none other than Mayor Gerry Mc- 
Geer of the Coast city took up the challenge. Mayor Gerry 
does not fool when he starts out to get results. He got money 
for Granger's passage in no time and telephoned Mayor 
Houde of Montreal with a personal request to see that 
Granger sailed in time. Mayor Houde went to work but was 
unable to find Granger until after the Canadian team had 
sailed. Steamship heads were called in and it was finally 
discovered that if Granger was rushed to New York he could 
catch the next sailing of the palatial Rex and then fly to 
Berlin in time to meet McPhee on his arrival ' 


Mayor McGeer immediately agreed to pay the extra 
$200 involved. The British Consulate in New York was 
called on the phone and agreed to put through special pass- 
port arrangements. Today the man who went ‘quietly and per- 
sistently a ad in the face of every possible obstacle is near- 
ing the French coast on a liner that makes the ship carrying 
the Canadian team look small, while eight years ago he was 
working his passage over the same water as chore boy for a 
boat load of steers.
